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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, filed 9/29/08, with respect to claims 1 and 3-10 have been 
fully considered and are persuasive. The 35 USC 102 and 103 rejections of claims 1 
and 3-10 have been withdrawn. 

Specification 

2. The amendments to the specification received on 9/29/2008 are acl<nowledged 
and accepted. As a result, the objection to the specification has been withdrawn. 

Claim Objections 

3. Based on applicant's amendments to claim 1 , the objection to the claim has been 
withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. Based on applicant's amendments to claim 1 , the 35 USC 112, 2"^^ paragraph 
rejection of the claim has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1 and 3-10 are allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
claim 1 , an IMD with 1 ) control means for checking a state of a patient and criteria 
corresponding to a set of predetermined measurement conditions and for inhibiting the 
determination of said average hemodynamic index if said criteria set are not satisfied, 
2) means for determining a beginning of a systole by detection of a predetermined 
ventricular cardiac event and determining an end of said same systole in response to 
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said impedance signal reacliing a maximum during said same cardiac cycle and 3) 
integrating means for determining a value representative of a blood volume ejected 
throughout said systole, when combined with the rest of the limitations of the claims as 
dictated by the claims, has not been taught or suggested by the prior art.
